Goldman Hearing

The Occupational Therapy Section of the Ohio Occupational Therapy, Physical Therapy and Athletic Trainers Board
considered the matter of Julie Bruskotter, case number OT-19-059 in accordance with Chapters 119 and 4755. of
the Ohio Revised Code on Thursday, January 16, 2020, at 1:33 pm.

This proceeding was an affidavit-based adjudication relative to the Notice of Opportunity for Hearing mailed to the
respondent in the case and believed to have been properly served according the Administrative Procedures Act
(Chapter 119 of the Ohio Revised Code).

As the respondent did not wish to proceed with a hearing in the case, this proceeding was held before the Board
pursuant to Goldman v. State Medical Board of Ohio.

The individual named did not have the ability to present written or oral testimony today and was not present to hear
the proceeding and outcome.

Assistant Attorney General, Melinda Snyder, provided a brief synopsis of the case.

The Section heard sworn testimony from Jennifer Adams, Investigator, OTPTAT regarding the exhibits provided
into evidence. The minutes reflect that the original affidavit and exhibits shall be kept as the official record of the
proceeding in the matter in the Board office.

Assistant Attorney General, Melinda Snyder, provided a brief synopsis of the case. For the record Mary Beth Lavey
verified the State exhibits 1 through 4 were admitted into evidence.

Chairperson Mary Beth Lavey entertained a motion to recess for the deliberation of the quasi-judicial matter in
accordance with Chapter 119 of the Ohio Revised Code and Ohio Case Precedent. Beth Ann Ball made the motion,
seconded by Melissa Van Allen, motion passed.

Chairperson Mary Beth Lavey called roll:

Beth Ann Ball- yes
Melissa VVan Allen- yes

Mary Beth Lavey- yes

Mary Beth Lavey and Anissa Siefert were recused from the deliberation.
At 1:55 pm the Section went back on the record in the matter of Julie Bruskotter.

Based on thorough review of the evidence, the Board found that the following Findings of Fact were proved by a
preponderance of the evidence:
1. The Board received notice that Bruskotter voluntarily relinquished her registration to practice as an
occupational therapist in Colorado under disciplinary proceedings for testing positive on May 7, 2019 for
alcohol use of .301, while employed at Brookdale Green Mountain in Colorado.
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2. Bruskotter was required under Ohio Administrative Code § 4755-7-08 to self -report a positive alcohol screen
to the Occupational Therapy Section within thirty days. She failed to report the positive alcohol screen within
the thirty days, nor did she do so at any time thereafter.

Joanne Estes made a motion as to the Findings of Fact. Melissa Van Allen seconded the motion. Motion passed. Beth
Ann Lavey and Anissa Siefert abstained.

Based upon a thorough review of the evidence, the Board made the following Conclusions of Law based upon the
preponderance of evidence:

1. Bruskotter violated Ohio Revised Code § 4755.11(A)(3), and the Ohio Administrative Code 4755-7-
08(1),(5), and (6).

Beth Ann Ball made a motion as to Conclusions of Law. Melissa Van Allen seconded the motion. Motion passed.
Beth Ann Lavey and Anissa Siefert abstained.

Melissa Van Allen made a motion that based upon the preponderance of evidence and the Findings of Fact and
Conclusions of Law that the board revoke the license of Julie Bruskotter, OT006388 effective January 16, 2020.
Beth Ann Ball seconded the motion. Motion passed. Mary Beth Lavey and Anissa Siefert abstained.

The matter of Julie Bruskotter, case # OT-19-059 concluded.

With no further business, the meeting adjourned at 1:58 PM.
